Captain .James S. Pabkkk, Quartermaster, U. S. Army, on duty in the War 
Department and m charge of Arlington, lias issued the following statement iu 
response to many inquiries regarding the burial of SpanisleAmeriean War 
Nurses in the National Cemetery at Arlington. 

i am directed by the Quartermaster General to inform you that in the 
event ol tile death of an Army Nurse whose remains il is desired to have 
interred in the Arlington National Cemetery, the remains, properly prepared 
or burial, should bo consigned to the Superintendent oi' the Arlington National 
Cemetery Fort AJyer, Virginia, and the officer in charge of Quartermaster’s 
Depot, I dll and 1- Streets, this city, who has immediate care of I lie cemetery 
advised al least twenty-four hours in advance, of the date and train upon 
which the remains are shipped, in order that a grave may he prepared. 

There is no government appropriation from which the expense of shipment 
ol the remains to the cemetery could be paid. However, arrangements will be 
made to have the Department hearse meet the remains at the railroad station 
in this city and convey them to the cemetery free of charge, if so desired, in 
which event application therefor should he made to the above-named officer. 

In case military honors and the reading of services at the grave by an 
army chaplain are desired, separate request therefor in each ease should lie 
made ol The .Military Secret ary of the Army."
